TRADE MEETING. 

Pursuant to a resolution of the New York Book-Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation, a general meeting of the Book-Trade was held on ‘Tuesday eve- 
ning 7th inst., at the auction rooms of Messrs. George A. Leavitt & 
Co. The attendance was very large, comprising some of the most emi- 
nent in the trade from all sections of the country. Mr. Appleton, on 
taking the chair, briefly stated the object of the Association in calling the 
meeting. The Association had conducted four Trade Sales, and were 
desirous of ascertaining whether they had been satisfactory, and whether 
any improvements could be suggested. The Association were anxious 
to promote the best interests of the Trade; they were not committed 
to any fixed idea, and were desirous to know what, if any, alterations 
were advisable. 

Mr. Derby then presented the following resolutions as amended on 


| motion of Messrs. Mason and Edwards, which were unanimously 


adopted :— 


Whereas,—Since our last semi-annual gathering, it has again become our 
duty to bow to the dispensations of Divine Providence in the removal by 


| death of three of our number, who for many years have been closely con- 
| nected with the Bookselling and Bookbuying trade of this country, and who 


in all their business relations with their brethren of the trade won honor- 
able names for upright dealing, urbanity of manner, and kindness of heart; 

Resolved : That in the death of the late Benjamin B. Muzzey, Nathan Bangs, 
jr., and William Andrus, we have met with no commen loss. 

Resolved: That we recur with pleasure to our acquaintance with them, 
both in our business and social relations. 

Resolved: That we tender to their relatives our condolence and sympa- 
thy in their great affliction, and that a record of the action of this meeting 
be forwarded to them by the officers, 


Mr. Ansel Edwards then followed in along address upon the subject 


| of Trade Sales, reviewing their history, and commenting upon their 


management. He proposed a number of modifications, and incidentally 
introduced some matters personal to himself. He was succeeded by 
Mr. Meson, who gave a short sketch of the origin and progress of the 
Publishers’ Assocation, and explained its objects and purposes, which to 
some extent the preceding speaker had misapprehended. 

Mr. Shepard then made some observations on behalf of buyers, urg- 


| inga return to the system by which purchases were limited to larger 
| lots than at present, and strongly objecting to any plan which would 


reduce the Trade Sale into a mere retail book-auction. 

Mr. Butler being called upon for an expression of opinion, declined 
entering upon the subject, as he had formed no definitive conclusion— 
he preferred to listen. Mr. Lippincott replied to a call in similar terms, 

After some remarks by Messrs. Putnam and Edwards, Mr. Butler 
offered the following resolution, which, having been commented upon by 
Mr. Dewey and others, was unanimously adopted :— 


Resolved: That this meeting is well satisfied with the present manage- 
ment of the sales by the New York Association. 


Mr. Orton then suggested that the buyers at the Trade Sales should 
appoint a committee from among themselves to confer with the Asso- 
ciation upon the manner of conducting the Sales. Mr. Dewey addressed 
the meeting in regard to the alteration of some of the present rules, 
and after submitting his reasons therefor, proposed as a resolution that 
it be 

Resolved: That the buyers present recommend to the New York Book- 
Publishers’ Association to rescind the five dollar rule, and allow contributors 
to regulate for themselves with regard to the lots which should be sold, and 
indicate the same in the catalogue. 


After some animated discussion the resolution was carried. Mr. 
Dewey also offered the following resolution, which seemed to meet with 
general approval, and was carried without dissent :— 


Resolved: That it is the wish of this meeting that the Publishers’ Associa- 


| tion direct the auctioneers to display, previous to and during the sale, sample 


copies of all the works which are to be sold. 


Observations and suggestions were made by several gentlemen on 
various of the details of the sales; the periods for holding them, time 
occupied, extent of credit, &c.; but no vote was taken upon any of the 
iurther propositions.

Mr, Mason then mentioned the matter of International Copyright as 
deserving the consideration of the meeting. To this it was objected, on 
behalf of booksellers, that their connection with the subject was quite as 


remote as that of any other industrial class, not being makers of books, 


and that. the publishers had better confine its discussion to among them- 
selves. Mr. Butler deprecated the introduction of the question, as no 
sufficient notification had been given. Mr. Mason explained that his pur- 
pose had been merely to elicit the opinions of others, and the topic was 


abandoned. 
On motion of Mr. Ells, the following preamble and resolution were 
unanimously adopted, with much applause :— 


Whereas,—By the dissolution of the late firm of Leavitt, Delisser & Co., 
Mr. Delisser has withdrawn himself from the trade, and thus severed his con- 
nection with this Association; Therefore be it 

Resolved: That, in thus parting with our brother, we take pleasure in bear- 
ing testimony to his high moral character, gentlemanly deportment, and effici 
ency as a member of this Association. 


Mr. Putnam then offered the following, which were warmly received 
and adopted unanitnously :-- 


Whereas,— Our esteeme:] friend, Charles Sampson, of the eminent firm of 
Phillips, Sampson & Co., after an ac tive and successful career of many years’ 
has retired from active business and from the fraternity of publishers and 
booksellers ; 

Resolved: That we, his associates, many of us having been intimately re- 
lated in business and friendship with Mr. Sampson for many years, cordially 
unite in a warm feeling of regard and respect for his energetic and intelligent 
enterprise, integrity, and courtesy ; and take great pleasure in tendering to 
him our hearty congratulations on the eminent success which has enabled him 
to retire from a profession which he adorned. 


The business of the meeting being disposed of, it was adjourned, to 
partuke of the liberal entertainment provided by Messrs. Geo. A. Leavitt 
& Co., and after a very pleasant evening the company dispersed. 





Extracts from Hew Books. 





HON. STEPHEN VAN RENSSELAER. 


From Mrs. Sigourney’s “Examples from the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Centuries.” 


Stephen Van Rensselaer was, born in 1764 in the city of New York, 
on the first day of November, 1764. He inherited an estate, or manor, 
anciently purchased of the Indians by the Dutch government, afterwards 
contirmed by the charters of two English sovereigns, and retained in his 
family for five generations, Its original colonial extent was forty-eight 
miles in length, and twenty-four in breadth, divided centrally ‘by the 
waters of the majestic Hudson. 

With this inheritance was connected the title of “ Patroon,” a word 
derived from the Latin Patronus, or Patrician, and signifying in modern 
times the proprietor of a large domain, occupied by tenantry, and in- 
volving peculiar privileges, But by our Revolation, the degree of juris- 
diction formerly belonging to it was made to conform in all respects to 
the nature of a republic; so that it has since implied only the possession 


of a vast estate, without any of those baronial powers which two hun- | 


dred years since belonged to the lords of the manor, of Rensselaerwyck. 

The sulject of this sketch always rejoiced in that change of govern- 
ment, which, though it stripped him of those distinctions of high rank 
to which he was born, elevated a whole nativn to the blessings of free- 
dom. His disinterestedness led hit to rejoice in the good of others, and 
instead of clinging to any vestige of aristocracy, he was an advocate and 
example of republican plainness and sitnplicity. 

Being deprived of his father at the age of four years, the formation 
of his character devolved on his mother, a lady of uncommon talents and 
piety. She was the daughter of the Hon. Philip Livingston, one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. On her second marriage 
with the Rev. Dr. Westerlo, of Albany, the young Patroon, then ten 

years of age, became a resident of that city, and protited by the kind re- 
gard, and Christian example of that good divine. 

But especialiy was he indebted to his maternal guide, for the hal- 
lowed precepts which were early incorporated with his character. Shc 
impressed on him those stated habits of devotion which he preserved 
unimpaired through life, She indaced him in childhood to read relic. 
ivus books, and not Jong before his death, when recounting his obliga- 
tions to her, he blessed God with tears, for Ler care over him, in this 
respect; mentioning among the volumes placed by her in his hands 
Baxter's Saints’ Rest, as one which had prompted his progress in piety. 

His love for his mother was ardent, and he ever spoke of her with 
the deepest gratitude. So precious did he consider every memorial of 
her, that a manual of devotion which she had taugbt him to employ in 








boyhood, he continued to use till his dying day, valuing the worn copy 
on which her hand had rested, more than the most splendid volumes, 
So sacredly was her inemory venerated, that the mourning-ring, enclos- 
ing her hair, he wore constantly upon his finger after her death, and 
directed that it should be buried with him. 

When old enongh to prepare for college, he was placed under the 
care of the Rev. Dr. Witherspoon, of Princeton, New Jersey, performing 
the journey from Albany on horseback. After_two years of study, ed 
entered Nassau Hall, but as that part of New Jersey was involved in 
the struggles of war, he removed to the University of Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts, where he was graduated with honor at the age of eigliteen, | 

He was early elected to the legislature, and to the Senate of New 
York, to the Convention appointed to consider and revise the Constitu- 
tion, and to the office of Lieutenant-Governor. He occupied a seat in 
Congress for several years, where his clear judgment, and incorruptible 
principles, won universal respect. 

He was ardent and active in every important effort to develop the 
rich resources of his native State; and held the offices of President of the 
Canal Board, and Chancellor of the University of New York. Though 
proverbially in his temper and habits a man of peace, yet when required 
by his station, in the last war with Great Britain, to command on the 
Niagara frontier, he subjected his feelings to his duty, and with true 
patriotism was faithful in all things. 

The integrity and lofty principle displayed in his high public stations, 
was not surpassed by the beauty of his character in private life. Hig 
first wife was the daughter of General Philip Schuyler, so well known in 
the history of our Revolution. lis second wife was the daughter of the 
Hon. William Patterson, of New Jersey, one of the Judges of the Sn- 
preme Court of the United States. He was eminentiy happy in his 
domestic connexions, end was the father of a numerous family. Ten 
children survived him, to bear witness to his untiring efforts tor their 
good, both temporal and eternal. 

Amiable affections in the most intimate relations of Jife, and benig- 
nity of disposition toward all with whom he associated, were striking 
traits in hischaracter. He loved the young, and delighted to make them 
happy; not happy through improper indulgence, but in the paths of 
cheerful duty. 

Surrounded by almost princely affluence, he escaped the dangers 
which it too often creates. Selfishness and haughtiness had in him no 
place. Perfectly simple and unostentatious in his manners, he regarded 
the feelings of the poorest and most obscure. An instinctive delicacy 
guided him in the bestowment of his gifts, and humility was the garment 
in which all his virtues were clothed. 

His mind was of quick perception, and endued with that “ upright 
and clarified common sense,” which is a safer guide amid the conflicting 
interests of mankind, than the most brilliant imagination. Though mild- 
ness of temper led him to avoid contention, yet he was firm in main- 
taining just opinions, and the purity of liis motives was never ques- 
tioned, 

Convinced of the importance of agriculture, with its habits of indus- 
try and morality, to the welfare of a republic, he did all in his power to 
encourage, and bring it into respect. Immediately after receiving his 
patrimony, by leasing his lands to farmers on very easy terms, he suc- 
ceeded in bringing almost the whole counties of Albany and Rensselaer 
into cultivation. 

Though: the low rents, thus early established, caused the income from 
his lands not to exceed two, and sometimes one per cent., on a very 
moderate estimate of their value, still, as this was more than soflicient 
for his expenses and his very liberal charities, he did not attempt to in- 
cregese the amount derived from his tenants. While wealth is an object 
of such restless, and often sinful pursuit, how beautiful the example of a 
man rising superior to the grasping love of gain, and seeking nobler 
pleasures than those of accumulation, 

His regard for the interests of education proved him a true patriot, 
and philanthropist. The extent of his liberality, in diffusing the bless- 
ings of knowledge, it is impossible to compute, for he ever strove, accord- 
ing to the rule of the Gospel, to conduct his bounties with secrecy. Yet 
there are proofs of charity in this cause, which could not be concealed, 
The many young men, who were indebted to him for their education, 
remember to speak of their benefactor. . 

Ile was long accustomed to send schoolmasters among the poorer 
portions of his tenantry, as if they had been his own large family. Per- 
ceiving it desirable that the qualifications of teachers should be increas- 
ed, he determined to found an institution which should impart instrue- 
tion in the sciences, as they are applicable to the business of common 
life. 

He proceeded, in 1824, to the organization of what is now known.as 
the *“* Rensselaer Institute,” provided « suitable building, a library, an 
apparatus, and endowed the professorships with liberal salaries, Not 
content with the yearly expenditure of large sums in this sehvol, he in- 
vited each county in the State of New York to send him one student; 
and in the course of three years this large number of persons went forth, 
with a complete practical education, the priceless gift of their patron. 
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Since the establishment of this Institute mulzitudes of teachers have 
been there prepared, to confer benefits on the community. _Many of these 
have entered the active departments of science, as geologists, engineers, 
chemists and naturalists. Had the Patroon performed no other act of 
munificence, this alone would entitle him to a high rank among the ben- 
efuctors of mankind. . ; 

His general benevolence was proverbial. From its fountain in his 
own heart, it flowed forth, continually enlarging its circle, until it em- 
praced the whole of the human family, whom it was in his power to aid, 
The humblest sufferer within the range of his walks, as well as the insti- 
tutions of learning throughout the land, churches and charitable societies 
of every denomination, the benighted heathen of another hemisphere, all 
participated in his bounty. 

He sought in his alms-giving not to be seen, or praised of men, and 
to the close of life, his liberality knew no limit. Just before his decease, 
he suunmoned his agent to his chamber, and remarking on the severity 
of the winter, bade him go and search out all who were in want, and 
give them what they might need. 

He held his ample fortune, as in stewardship for his Divine Master, 
taking his own share with great moderation, and indulging in no luxury 
save that of dving good. It must be evident that such a character could 
not be furmed without the aid of piety. This was at once its foundation, 
and its crown. 

Early turning from the ailurements of the world, he made a profes- 
sion of the Christian religion. For more than half acentury its saintly 
spirit shone forth in his life and conversation, and he was strict in the 
performance of all its enjoined duties. He was a regular and serious 
student of the Sacred Volume, and might adopt the expression of the 
Psalmist, “Thy Word have I hid in my heart, that I might not sin 
against Thee.” 

It was his custom to read the Bible through, once every year. Even 
to the latest period of his life, he spent an hour or more, every morning, 
in its perusal, and in the winter, rose so early as to study its pages by 
the lamp. Many parts of it were impressed on his memory, and in the 
chamber of languor and decline, it was his constant companion. 

He led a life of prayer, and retired three times a day, for sacred com- 
munion with his Father in Heaven. With his family, he performed a 
daily service of humble and solemn devotion, This prayerful spirit sus- 
tained and guided him in all the duties and changes of life. 

He cherished deep reverence for the Sabbath, and strove, by his 
faithful instructions, to impress it on his household. Before the public 
services, all were called to read the Scriptures, and after charch, which 
he punctually attended, his children were required to repeat to him the 
commandments, the catechism, and such hymns as they had committed 
to memory. 

“ How much canse for gratitude,” writes one of his sons, “is there in 
having so long enjoyed the kind counsel, and sweet society of such a 
father. The separation is painful, beyond the power of language to ex- 
press. But it is consoling to reflect, that the change was most happy 
for him. It may with trath be said of him, *‘ Mark the perfect man and 
behold the upright : for the end of that man is peace.’ ” 

His death was most tranquil and happy. Sickness had given him 
warning, so that he stood ready for the call of his Lord. On the morn- 
ing of the Jast day of his life, he read in a devotional book »« meditation, 
on death, and marked in his Bible that passage so beautifully descrip- 
tive of heaven, * the inhabitants shall no more say, I am sick.” 

Probably he thought not then, that he was so near entering into his 
rest, as his health had for some time appeared better. But suddenly he 
was summoned, and so gentle was the flight of his spirit, that the eyes of 
watching love which were bent upon him, knew not the moment when 
it was disengaged from clay. He died on Saturday, January 26th, 1839, 
in the seventy-fifth year of his age. 

“Tt was on four o’clock of the afternoon of that day,” says one of his 
biographers, “‘a day which had dawned with as fair a promise of closing 
on him in life, as any, perhaps, which he had seen for the last two years, 
that in a sinall cabinet of his ample mansion, which his infirmities had 
made his chief asylum and sanctuary for many months, sitting in his 
chair, with just warning enough to convey the intimation to his own 
mind, that his hour had come, without enough of previous change seri- 
ously to alarm the fears of anxious, watchful, and trembling hearts 
around him, the venerable man bowed his head and died.” 
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WALRUSES AND GLACIERS. 


From “ Arctic Adventure by Sea and Land,” Edited by 
Epes Sargent. 


At Cherie Island the walruses were found very numerous. Of the 
habits and character of the walrus, Lieut. Beechey gives, after frequent 
intercourse with them, a very interesting account. Their affection for 
their young, and their unflinching courage in defending them, are re- | 
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markable; not more so their compassionate conduct toward a wounded 
companion, whom they will never leave till carried off to a place of 
safety; and even the young ones on such occasions will tarn fiercely 
agairst the boats of the pursuers, A single instance will suffice to show 
the care and affection bestowed on their young. 

““ We were greatly amused by the singular and affectionate conduct 
of a walrus towards its young. In the vast sheet of ice that surrounded 
the ships there were occasionally many pools; and, when the weather 
was clear and warm, animals of various kinds would frequently rise and 
sport about in them, or crawl from thence upon the ice to bask in the 
warmth of the sun. A walrus rose in one of these pools cluse to the 
ship, and, finding everything quiet, dived down and brought up its 
young, which it held by its breast by pressing it with its flipper. In 
this manner it moved about the pool, keeping in an erect posture, and 
always directing the face of the young toward the vessel. On the 
slightest movement on board, the mother released her flipper and pushed 
the young one under water; but when everything was again quiet, 
brought it up as before, and for a length of time continued to play about 
in the pool, to the great amusement of the seamen, who gave her credit 
for abilities in tuition which, though possessed of considerable sagacity, 
she hardly merited.” 

On one occasion, some of the crew of the Trent, having wounded a 
walrus, took to their boat, when they were assailed by a large number 
of walruses. These animals rose, snorting with rage, and rnshed at the 
boat; and it was with the utmost difficulty they were prevented from 
upsetting or staving it. They would place their tusks on the gunwale, 
or rush at it with their heads. The herd was so numerous, and their 
attacks so incessant, that there was not time to load a musket. The 
purser fortunately had his gun loaded, and the men now being nearly 


| exhausted with chopping and sticking at their assailants, he snatched it 


up. and, thrusting the muzzle down the throat of a large and formidable 
walrus, who seemed to be the leader of the herd, fired into his bowels. 
The wound proved mortal, and the animal fell back among his com- 
panions, who immediately desisted from the attack, assembled round 
him, and in a moment quitted the boat, swimming away as hard as they 
could with their leader, whom they actually bore up with their tusks, 
and assiduously preserved from sinking. 

Many similar acts of compassion, on the part of these animals towards 
their wounded companions, were observed. On one occasion, when 
several walruses were attacked upon a beach, near Magdalena Bay, the 
first discharge of muskets drove all those who could craw! into the sea; 
but, immediately upon their panic subsiding, they returned to the shore 
and dragge:l their wounded companions into the water, either by main 
force, or by rolling them over with their tusks, 

On the 28th of May, the weather being foggy and severe, with 
heavy falls of snow, the ships separated, and the Trent stood to the 
northward toward Magdalena Bay, the place of rendezvous, along the 
edge of the main body of ice: they met here, and, seeing it impos- 
sible to penetrate the marginal line of the ice, and the season being very 
early, the commander determined on passing a few days in that bay, in 
which they anchored on the 3d of June. The ice was in the cove and 
upper part of the harbor, but was in a rapidly decaying state, and, on 
revisiting their anchorage here in the beginning of August, it had 
entirely disappeared. Magdalena Bay is rendered conspicuous by four 
glaciers, the smallest two hundred feet above the sea, on the slope of a 
mountain. It is called the Hanging Iceberg, and seems, so Beechey 
says, as if a very slight inatter would detach it from the mountain, and 
precipitate it into the sea. The largest of the four extends two or three 
miles inland: owing to the great rents in the surface, it has been named 
the Wagon-way, from the resemblance of the fissures to ruts made by 
wheels. Several glaciers similar to those were observed near Dane’s 
Gut, the largest about ten thousand feet in length by two or three hun- 
dred feet in perpendicular height. In the vicinity of these icebergs a 
strict observance of silence is necessary; the explosion of a gun scarcely 
ever fails to bring down one of these masses. Mr. Beechey says that 
on two occasions they witnessed avalanches on the most magnificent 
scale. 

“The first was occasioned by the discharge of a musket at about 
half a mile’s distance from the glacier. Immediately after the report of 
the gun, a noise resembling thunder was heard in the direction of the 
iceberg (glacier), and in a few seconds more an immense piece broke 
away, and fell headlong into the sea. The crew of the launch, suppos- 
ing themselves beyond the reach of its influence, quietly looked upon 
the scene, when presently a sea arose and rolled toward the shore with 
such rapidity, that the crew had not time to take any precautions, and 
the boat was in consequence washed upon the beach, and completely 
filled by the succeeding wave. As soon as their astonishment had sub- 
sided, they examined the boat, and found her so badly stove that it 
became necessary to repair her in order to return tothe ship. They 
had also tLe curiosity to measure the distance the boat had been carried 
by the wave, and found it to be ninety-six feet.” 

In viewing the same glacier from a boat at a distance, a second ava- 
lanche took place, which afforded them the gratification of witneysing 
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the creation, as it were, of a sea iceberg; an opportunity which has oc- 
curred to few, though it is generally understood that such monsters can 
only be generated on shore. 

“This occurred on a remarkably fine day, when the quietness of the 
bay was first interrupted by the noise of the falling body. Lieutenant 
Franklin and myself had approached one of these stupendous walls of 
ice, and were endeavoring to search into the innermost recess of a deep 
cavern that was near the fuot o° the glacier, when we heard a report as 
if of a cannon, and, turning to the quarter whence it proceeded, we per- 
ceived an immense piece of the front of the berg sliding down from the 
height ot two hundred feet at least into the sea, and dispersing the water 
in every direction, accompanied by a loud, grinding noise, and followed 
by a quantity of water, which, being previously lodged in the fissures, 
now made its escape in numberless small cataracts over the front of the 
glacier.” 

After describing the disturbance occasioned by the plunge of this 
enormons fragment, and the rollers which swept over the surface of the 
bay, and obliged the Dorothea, then careening at the distance of four 
miles, to aright, by releasing the tackles, he thus proceeds: 

“The piece that had been disengaged at first wholly disappeared 
under water, and nothing was seen but a violent boiling of the sea, 
and a shooting up of clouds of spray, like that which occurs at the 
foot of a great cataract. After a short time it reappeared, raising its 
head full a hundred feet above the surface, with water pouring down 
from all parts of it; and then, laboring as if doubtful which way it 
should fall, it rolled over, and, after rocking about some minutes, at 
length became settled. We now approached it, and found it nearly a 
quarter of a mile in circumference, and sixty feet out of the water, 
Knowing its specific gravity, and making a fair allowance for its ine- 
qualities, we computed its weight at 421,660 tons. A stream of salt 
water was still pouring down its sides, and there was a continual crack- 
ing noise, as loud as that of a cart-whip, occasioned, I suppose, by the 
escape of fixed (confined) air.”

Messrs. Strincer & Towxsenp have nearly ready an elaborate and highly 
finished work on the Horse of America, by Henry W. Herbert, (‘Frank 
Forester.”) It will be very comprehensive, embracing the general and special 
history of the horse, with dissertations on all subjects with which that ani- 
mal is connected, and will contain time tables, pedigrees, etc., for reference.

The Rev. J. B. Wakeley, of the Forty-third street M. E. Church, is pre- 
paring for the press a work entitled, ‘‘ The Cradle of American Methodism ;

Deatu or Gootp Brown, THE GramMarian.—Died, at Lynn, Mass., on the 
evening of Tuesday, March 31st., after an illness of about nine days and in 
the sixty-sixth year of his age, Goold Brown, the distinguished author of the 
“ Grammar of English Grammars,” and for some years an eminent teacher in 
this city, Mr. Brown may justly be regarded as having been one of the 
first, if not the first, English philologists of the present period—no antecedent 
or contemporary writer, either in England or America, having made any 
approaches to the copiousness, minuteness, and critical acumen with which 
he has treated the grammar of the English language; and his works in this 
department must long maiptain the character of unquestioned and accredited 
standards, Goold Brown was not only a sound and able scholar, but a good 
man. Purity of character, benevolence of spirit, and a devout recognition of 
the duties and obligations of the Christian religion, were among his leading 
traits. His useful life was passed unobtrusively—mostly in grammatical 
labors, and in the exercise of the social graces. As his life was blameless, so 
its end was peaceful. He has left a large circle of devoted and attached 
friends, and around every memorial of the man will long continue to cluster 
many and fond recollections.

Herr Uppstrém, professor in the University of Upsala, has just announced 
to the scientifie world the interesting fact that the ten missing leaves of the 
“Codex Argenteus,” of Ulfilas, have been discovered, and are now placed 
with the original manuscript. This codex now contains 187 pages (the loss of 
the missing sheets being first found out in 1834), and is in the same condition 
in which it was when presented to the library of the University by Count 
Magnus Gabriel de la Gardie. The manuseript originally consisted of 339 
pages, but 143 had already disappeared before the College became possessed 
of this unique treasure. In a previous number we mentioned that the exist. 
ing sheets have been reproduced by the photographie process, at the insti- 
gation of professor Lao, of Berlin. Since then, Professor Massmann, also of 
Berlin, has published an edition of the Codex, with excellent Greek and Latin 
translations, under the title of ‘ Ulfilas, the Holy Scriptures of the New and 
Old Testament, in the Gothic Language, with an accompanying Greek and

T. Netson & Sons favor us with a copy of a new Juvenile entitled, “Cats 
and Dogs, Nature’s Warriors and God’s Workers; or, Mrs. Myrtle’s Lessons 
in Natural History. By L. F. F.M” It is attempted in this volume “ to 
throw many common facts and anecdotes regarding the Cats and Dogs, into a 
more continuous and interesting form than that in which they are usually 
presented to the juvenile public.” This object is attained by the introdue- 
tion of different juvenile characters ; the book is written in a lively colloquial 
style, and very handsomely embellished with colored engravings. 

Rupp & Carteroy have published “Doctor Antonio” by Ruffini, a werk 
that has been received with great favor in Europe. A small American pocket 
edition, now exhausted, appeared some time ago; but this is the first Amer- 
ican library edition that has yet been issued. 

Burxuim Brorners send us a copy of “Iloffmann’s Fairy Tales.” The 
Publishers’ notice says, ‘‘ These charming stories of Hoffmann, the popular 
story-teller of Germany, are translated from a French version entitled, 
“Contes Fantastiques.”” “The reason why it was thought proper to give 
them through this language, rather than direct from the German, is, that the 
French possesses, in a greater degree, the ease necessary to amusing narra- 
tions, and corrects the terseness of the harsher Teutonic.” 

Tuomas N. Stanrorp has just published “The Connections of the Uni- 
verse,” a religious work from the pen of an anonymous author. “This 
volume undertakes to generalize some floating thoughts of the writer, on the 
Revelation which God has made to man, and to trace some of the connections 
of all the mind and matter of the Universe. It aims to show, that God has 
made three remarkable Revelations of Himself to the intelligent beings of the 
Universe.” First, Creation, or the Works of God; Second, Zhe Bible, or the 
Words of God; and Third, The Incarnation, or the Life of God. The volume 
contains about 300 pages.
